to go moldy (AmE) = to go mouldy (BrE) (mofar) - mold/mould (mofo) - moldy/mouldy

There was mold on the cheese. / The cheese was moldy. 
O queijo estava mofado. / Havia mofo no queijo. 
It's all moldy. 


Está tudo mofado. / Está com cheiro de mofo.

kitchenware: frying pan, pot
